notion prevailed that we could not fatten 
cattle in the Northwest, but would havo to 
send them south before they would be fit to 
sell, because of our austere climate and the 
lack of proper grass, In point of fact, we 
have the best climate and we have the best 
grass. inthe Northwest the season. is so 
short that the grass of the prairies ia check- 
ed before it rans to seed, and is dried with 
all the nutriment in the blade. On such 
food and in a climate favorable to the pro- 
duction of fat, is it any wonder that cattle 
are easily brought to perfection ?

Tn 1876, on account of the grasshopper 
plague, Manitoba waa actually obliged to 
import seed wheat, and it was brought from 
Minovesota. That was the beginning of what 
is to-day known as Manitoba bard wheat. 
The Minnesota wheat was so much improv- 
ed by it» transfer north that now it is in 
special request south of the line. The mill 
ers of St. Paul import it to mix with their 
own grain, grind it into flour, and ship the 
flour to the old country as the product of 
domestic wheat—the growth, of course, of 
Dakota! Our barley, everybody knows, is 
the best io America, and it is made so by 
our climate. And the territory within the 
Dominion available for barley-growing is al- 
most unlimited. Fourteen years ago I an 
nounced that west of Winoipeg there were 
200,000,000 acres of land suitable for wheat- 
growing. That statement has never been 
proved wrong. Iam now prepared to say 
that ou the northern margin of that belt, 
there are 100,000,000 acres of land suitable 
for the growth of barley. Everyone knows 
that barley will ripen in a much shorter time 
than wheat—in from 90 to 120 days. This 
renders available a vast tract of arable land 
beyond the wheat belt. Thus it will be seen 
that as to the production of grain the re- 
sources of the country are almost endless, 
In December a meeting of the American 
Geological Association held in Ottawa, at 
which Prof, Magee, of Washington, former- 
ly of Iowa, admitted that Canada owned 
three fourths of the wheat lands of the 
American continent. Is it any wonder that 
they want to annex us? In 1875 I was in 
the vicinity of Lake Athabasca, and found 
the finest wheat I ever saw. It was a re- 
markable discovery to me; and that such 
wheat was produced there was a scientific 
fact of such importance that I decided to 
bring specimens of the wheat in the ear 
away with me; 801 brought a large quan- 
tity of cars to Ottawa just as I had taken 
them from the sheaves in the field, At 
Ottawa, on my return, I met a number of 
gentlemen, and among them the American 
consul, Conaul Taylor— Saskatchewan Tay- 
lor.’ For years he had been preaching 
to the Americans in St. Paul that on the 
Saskatchewan were the finest wheat fields 
upon the earth, Hw said tome: * Hare you 
w from the north?’ I said. ‘I have.’ 
I got it ont and showed it to him, and the 
ears were broader than the base of my 
thumb. * Now,’ he said, ‘I am going to tell 
you a singularthing. From whatever cause, 
Wheat 95 it approaches its northern limit be- 
comes more productive. The whble power 
apparently is turned into the production of 
seed,"’ He took one of my ears of wheat 
and beld it up. Here at Kingston, if you 
take an ear of wheat, you will find in the 
fascicles an average of 24 grains each—some- 
times two, eometimes three. If you go to 
Manitoba you will find sometimes three 
grains in the fascicle, sometimes four, or an 
average of 34, But at Edmonton the aver- 
oge is 4}. What does that mean? If you 
raise 20 bushels to the acre here, you cau 
raise 30 in Manitoba, or 40 at Edmonton, 
from the same number of straws. Well, on 
the ears I brougbt from Athabasca there 
were sometimes five grains in the fascicle, 
and sometimes six, making an average of 54! 
It was not difficult to take an esr in my 
hand and count 100 grains in that one ear. 
As you go northwest the wheat product in- 
creases in a wonderful ratio. The oats in 
Athabasca were precisely the same, Some 
of the ears of oats were about 14 inches and 
the stalks were almost half an inch thick, 


FRUITS AND HONEY. 

Canada is peculiarly qualified to produce 
the beat of everything. Canadian apples 
were formerly sent to Boston and there ship- 
pe to England as American. Now the 
best apples that reach London come from 
the Annapolis valley and the north shore of 
Lake Ontario. The best apple-grawang coun 
try in the United States is Michigafi—on the 
same belt as Ontario—in fact that State 
alone can produce apples equalling ours, 
California apples'and pears, though large, 
are soft and poor in flavor. ‘There is no 
region in the world better adapted for fruit- 
growing than Ontario, Canadian honey is 
unsurpassed, When the Canadian bee king, 
Mr. Jones, went to Syria in search of cer- 
tain Anes bees, he discovered that the 
finest honey known in the Orient waa pro- 
duced about 8,000 feet up Mount Lebanon, 
where the climate is precisely similar to 
that of Canada, In Englaud it is koown 
that no European honey can compete with 
that from Canada and some parts of Ver- 
mont. ‘The fame of Canadian cheese is of 
course world wide, and the Americans are 
trying to palm off their cheese as ours, We 
must guard our credit. I am something of 
an ornithologist, and I tell you there isn’t a 
dack or a goose that dovsn't come north into 
Canada to breod, and every duck and goose 
and swan and nine-teoths of the game birds 
are Canadian, but we can't keep them, 
They fly south in the Fall, but they are all

for a definite, advance improvement all 
along the line, It is all very well for con- 
ferences, synods, and assemblies tompasa 
strong resolutions against the liquor traffic; 
but unless these are crystallized into aetion, 
they will effect the ramparts of evil no more 
than *' the idle wind which they regard not,” 

It will be the purpose of this Temperance 
crusade to wage a holy war at all times, in 
all places, with all legitimate weapons 
against the most dreadful foe of God and 
man io our land, There are many advanta- 
ges in enlisting the youthful energy and en- 
thusiasm, the young life and young blood of 
all the Churches in this effort. Young peo- 
ple have more time at their disposal. They 
have not the social, domestic and business 
ties and obligations of their elders.

The 
causes of any particuler depression, if not 
known in their entirety, are at least 
now known to be complex, and not to be 
attributable to any one cause, and therefore 
hot romediable by any quack remedy 
‘| jjowever plausible it may be in appearance. 
A glance at the Agricultural Returns of 
Great Britain” for 1892, which has just 
boon publishal, at ncost of one shilling, by 
Kyro & Spottiswoode, and which may be 
had from avy booksoller, will furnish the 
reader with abundant opportunities for 
indulging in this description of comment. 
Much of the information contained in the 
report is out of our scope, Bo that we shall 
confine ourselves to calling the attention of 
our readers to one or two matters in which 
thoy are likely to be especially interested, 
leaving them to make fuller perusal of the 
document for themselves. 

Arable land has steadily diminished in 
amount during the last Bucy yours to the 
extent of more than two millions of acres, 
but this diminution does not apply to Scot- 
land, where there has been an actual in- 
crease of 78,000 acres, On the other hand, 
the area under grasa has increased in great- 
er proportion than the arable land has 
diminished, owing to reclamations and ex- 
tensions. 

Hops are chiefly grown in Kent, which 
yields more than one-half of the annual 
crop ; nevertheless, there has been a dimin- 
nition in the acreage during the last twenty 
years to the extent of nearly 4,000 acres. 
Nursery grounds in England covered in 
1892 a total area of 11,331 acres practically 
the same as in the preceding year, The 
largest county acreage is Surrey, with 2,733 
—ymore than double that of any other coun- 
ty, the next in order being the West Riding 
oft Yorkshire, with 702 acres ; Chester has 
597 acres ; Hertford, 509 ; Kent, 723; Mid- 
dlesex, 694 ; Worcester, 200; and 50 on, till 
we come to Rutland, with 12, and West: 
moreland, with 11 acres only. 

In Scotland, the total acreage of nursery 
‘grounds in 1892 is given at 1,388, of which 
372 are in the county of Edinburgh, in 
Dumfrios, 107 in Aberdeen, 1 only in Suth- 
erlandshire, while Caithness, Kinross, Lin- 
lithgow, Orkney, and Shetland have none 
at all. 

Market gardens in Great Britain are ac- 
credited with a total acreage of 83,081, 
as compared with $1,368 in 1891, Kent 
heads the list with over 12,000 acres, Mid 
dlosex comes next with 8,989, then Bedford 
with 6,828; Worcester, 4,856; Essex, 4,105; 
Surrey, 3,76: ‘After these there isa sud- 
den drop, and, after that, a gradual diminu- 
tion, tiltin Westmoreland we find only 24 
acres returned as under market cultivation. 

In Scotland alone there are 5,322 acres 
under market gardens the largest acreage 
being in Lanarkshire 1,378, anc Edinburgh 
1,020, while Sutherlandsbire is at the other 
end of the list with one acre—one more than 
in 1891! 

Orchards were represented in 1892 as oc- 
cupying an urea of 208,950 acres, a slight 
diminution as compared with previous 
years, 

But it is to the returns relating to fruit. 
culture that we desire practically to call the 
attention of our readers. In Great Britain 
and Ireland it is satisfactory to find an in- 
crease of 3,425 acres devoted to small fruit 
culture. 

In tho year 1892 we learn that the mum- 
ber of acres devoted to small fruitsin the 
gvazing western counties of England was 
17,064, a percentage 0.1. In the corn- 
growing eastern counties the figures are 
39,438, and the percentage 0.3. the total 
percentage for all the English counties be- 
ing still only 0.2, In reference to this sub- 
ject we take this extract: 

«The avea under small fruit again shows 
an increase. The area returned for Great 
Britain was 62,148 acres, ot which 56,502 
were in England. Although every English 
county now returns a certain acreage under 
this head, there are only five where as much 
as 2,000 acres is returned, Kent heads the 
list with 19,821 acres ; no other county at 
all approaches this total, The acreage re- 
turned in Middlesex is now 3,718 acres. 
Worcester returns 2,421 acres, Lancashire 
has 2,192, acres, and Cambridge 2,064. Full 
details are given in table XIUL, which in- 
dicates the extent to which gooseberries, 
strawberries, raspberries, and currants (all 
grouped under the title of small fruits) are 
cultivated either along with larger fruit 
trees in orchards, or in market gardens, or 
as a farm crep on other land.” 

The imports of feuit are alluded to 
monthly in our columns, and in the return 
before us we have a statoment of the quan- 
tities and values of imported fruits, nuts, 
and vegetables for ten years. We can only 
say, by way of illustration, that in 1891 the 
number of bushel of apples imported was 
3,147,373, of the value of £1,033,997. 

In the same year 3,192,836 owt. of pota- 
toes, of the value of £1,196,824, were im- 
ported, which, as we see by another table, 
means nine pounds per head of the entire 
population. 

Onions in 1891 were imported to the ex- 
tont of 4,281,046 bushels, valued at £733, 
FAS. 

The total value of all kinds of fruits, 
nuts, and vogetables imported in 1891 
amounted to £8,311,209, 

No fewer than 1,275,398,000 eggs were 
imported, valued at £3,506,000, France and 
Germany supply more than half of this enor- 
mous number, Belgium, Russia, and Den- 
mark coming next, The Canadian quota 
has increased from 2,000,000 to 33,000,000 
in a single year, and we have now laid 
under contribution a variety of minor, 
rces, among, which it is curious to note 

‘anary fates Turkey, and Egypt! 
These figures are certainly astounding. In 
another table we find that thirty-four such 
eggs were eaten by cach member of the on- 
tire population of the United Kingdom. It 
is evident we could not raise enough for our 
own consumption within our small islands, 
but that it should pay commerciaily to 
bring such things as eggs from such vory 
distant countries surely suggests a lesson to 
our people, and accounts for the difficulty 
of procuring new-laid eggs in London. 

Te report goos on to enumerate the cor- 
responding statistical details relating to 
agricultural products of foreign countrics 
and of our own colonies, ‘hese figures 
should be most carefully studied and taken 
to heart by free traders and protectionists 
alike.

Authentic Cases in Which It Has Been 
Kuown to Occur. 

“T have interested myself somewhat in 
looking up unusual casesof death,” says Dr. 
Elder, ‘‘and have met several well-uuthen- 
ticated {nstances where fright was the cause. 
The English Surgeon Genvral Francis tells 
of a drummer in India across whose legs a 
harmless lizard crawled while ho was half 
asleep. He was sure that a cobra had bit- 
ten him, and it was foo much for his nerves 
ani he died. 

« Frederick J., of Prussia, was killed by 
fear, His wife was insane, and one day 
she escaped from her keepers, and, dab- 
bling her clothes in blood, rushed upon her 
husband while he was postbeay his chair, 
King Frederick imagined her to be the 
white lady, whose ghost was believed to in- 
variably appear whenever the death of a 
member of the royal family was to occur, 
and he was thrown into a fever and died in 
six weeks. 

“But perhaps the most remarkable death 
from fear was that of the Dutch painter, 
Pentman, who lived in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. One day he went into a room full of 
anstomical subjects to sketch some death 
heads and akeletonsfor a picture he intend- 
ed to paint. The weather was very sultry, 
and while sketching he fellasleep. He was 
aroused by bones dancing around him and 
theskeletons suspended from the ceiling 
clashing together. 

“Jn a fit of terror he threw himself out 
the window and thongh he sustained no 
serious injury, and was informed that # 
slight earthquake had caused the commotion 
among his ghostly surroundings, he died in 
afew days ina nervous tremor, I could 
cite many other casea where the shock to 
the nervous system, which we know as 
fright, has produced death.”

A Big Paper Mill. 


The Cumberland Paper Mill, operated by 
the S. D. Warren Co., in Westbrook, east, 
in the county of Cumberland, Maine, is 
situated on the Premsumscott river, It con 
tains 12 machines and it is cluimed is the 
largest paper mill in the world. It has con- 
nected with it a workshop, a carpenters 
shop, a machine shop, a blacksmith shop, 
a box shop, a paper shop and au oil room 
The machwory is driven by 25 steam engines 
and three water wheels, The buildings are 
lightedb y electricity.

The com- 
pany employs about 800 men avd 200 women, 
The mill consumes about 175 tons of coal a

Who Invented the Lucifer Match ? 


The first lucifer Matches, called friction 
lucifers, were invented and made by Mr. 
John Waiker, of Stockton-on-Tees, chem- 
ist. He Was preparing some lighting mix- 
ture for his own use, when, by the acci- 
dental friction on the hearth of a piece of 
wood dipped in the mixture, a light was 
obtained, ‘Che information thus gained led 
Mr. Walker to commence the manufacture 
and sale of friction Wooden 
splints were coated with sulphur and tp- 
ped witha mixture of ulphide of antimony, 
chlorate of potash and gum, Each box was 
supplied with a piece of glass-paper folded 


matches, 


in two. When a match was rapidly drawn 
between the folds of the paper, it at once 
took fire, The matches were expensive 
each box containing cighty-four cost one 
shilliv Mr. Wal commenced selling 


the natches in April, 1827, and their use 
continued until 1834 when the process now 
in use wasinvented, and the common lucifer 
introduced. ‘This process was introduced 
hy Isaac Holden, and two or three others 
almost simultaneously in different places, 
o that it became impossible ta say which 
of them can really claim credit for being 
the first. Many improvements have since | 
been made from time to time, but no funda 
mental change hax taken place in their 
manufacture.

Depths.

’s floor. Of all the vessels lost in mid- 
of all the human beings that have 
heen drowned, of all the marine animals 
that have perished, of all the clay, saudand 
gravel let fail by dissolving icebergs, of all 
the varions substances drifted from every 
shore by shifting currents—nota trace re- 
mains, butin their place water from 1,000 
to 2,500 fathoms in depth covers the uniform 
deposit of thick, bluish, tenacious slime call- 
ed globigerina ooze. 

A bit of this under a powerful lens is a 
revelation of beauty not readily forgotten. 
The ooze is composed almost entirely of the 
daintiest, most delicately beautiful shells 
imagitiable. At depths greater than 2,500 
fathoms thebottom of the sea consists main- 
ly of products arising from exposure, for 
alinost incalculable periods, to the chemical 
action of sea water, of pumice and other 
volcanic matters, This finally results in 
the formation of the red clay deposits that 
are considered characteristic of the pro- 
foundest depths of the ocean. Carbonate 
of lime, which, in the form of the shell of 
foraminifera, make up so large a part of the 
globigerina ooze, is here almost entirely ab- 
sent. 

Sea water is very nearly a universal 
solvent, and before any shell, large or small 
reaches the bottom of these tremendous 
abysmsit is chemically eaten up, literally 
dissolved—a result which the enormous 
pressure of the water must materially 
hasten. 

At 1,000 fathoms the weight of the water 
pressing on all sides of an object immersed 
to that depth is very nearly one ton to the 
square inch, or more than ape hundred 
tines that sustained at the sea level, and at 
the greatest depths the pressure is so in- 
creased that it would scem nothing could 
withstand it—in fact, heavy metal cylinders 
let down with the scunding apparatus are

Tn 1502 there were twenty-one regiments 
composed of such foot soldiers on horseback, 
although the tendency, we are told, was for 
them to turninto real cavalry, with perhaps 
some greater capacity for fighting on foot 
than had the others. This tendency has 
ever been inevitable, and to-day with us the 
fear isthat our mounted soldiers may, if 
their proclivities in such a direction are not 
interfered with, develop into a spurious im- 
itation of hussars. On the Rhine these dra- 
goons of Napoleon didnot succeed as did 
the cavalry pure and simple, and therefore 
fey were sent away to in when war 
broke out in that country. Here their special 
characteristics found ample verge and sco 
ere long ; for the desultory warfate of the 
guerilla type carried on by the inhabitants 
of that country was exactly the sort of fight- 
ing most suited to them. Thus it was that 
by 1812 Napoleon had again increased his 
force of dragoons to thirty regiments. In 
addition, there was a Jargerforce of chas- 
seurs-a-cheval in the French army.—{ The 
Saturday Review. -

‘Thirty miles from the city of Kumamoto 
Japan, is the volcano Aso San. This vol 
cano has the largest crater in the 
world. It is more than thirty miles in cir- 
cumterence, and peopled by 20,000 inhabi-— 
tants. Think of walking for miles smong 
fertile farms and prosperous villages, peer-— 
ing into schoolhouse windows and sacred 
shrines well within the shell of an old-time 
crater, whose walls rise 800 fect all about 
you. It gives one a queer feeling. Hot 


springs abound everywhere. In one place — 


I saw the brick-red hot water utilized to 
turn a rice mill. ‘The inner crater is nearly 
half a mile in diameter, anda steady column

Poultry raising is a business and unless 
it is conducted upon business principles it 
will not pay well Wherever we find o 
neat, clean and -orderly chicken house, 
where feed bins and troughs, water vessels, 
dust boxes and other necessary arrange- 
ments are found, contributing to the health 
of tke fowls and the convenience of the 
attendant, it will be pretty certain that if 
there is any money in raising towls this sort 
of an establishment will be apt to succeed, 
and it certainly has a great advantage over 
hazard attendance and poorly equipped 
poultry buildings and yards, says the Ponl- 
try Herald. But there issense and reason 
in all things, and there isa business point 
in this that we wish to call attention to, 
Tf the outlay for buildings and accessories 
beyonda certain limit per head of 
fowls raised or kept there will be a loss

Under this 
roost is placed the drop boards, being slant- 
ed sufficiently to cause the droppings to 
roll down intoa box at the bottom. In 
this way there is no trouble in keeping the 
house free from bad odor, asthe droppings 
each day are removed from each box and 
the boards resanded after doing 80. Iknow 
of no simpler aud better plan to adopt in a 
laying house, In a house of this size, it is 
better to have four boxes and four slanting 
boards under the roosts. I do not think 
many breeders approve of high roosts, but 
with o board ladder running up to the 
top of roosts it is easy for the towls to reach 
the roosts, 

The plan is agood one,andit can only be ob- 
tained by having ‘t this height, fora prope 
drop. A flock so kept will be more healthy, 
as bad ventilation with fowl roosts is often

Qneer Methods of Fishing- 


The traps by which man captures oth: 
animals are the best possible illustration 
his euperiority to the rest of the brute creu- 
tion. Not the least remarkable of his 
achievements in this line ace to be found in 
the varied apparatus he has devised for 
taking fish. 

In India a huge funnel of wickerwork is 
planted in a stream below a waterfall, and 
evory finny creature coming down drops into 
it, the water straining out and leaving the 
flapping prey in the receptacle, all ready to 
be gathered in, 

A remarkable scheme for trapping eels is 
practised in the same country. Barrels 
Joaded with stones and bait sre pierced 
with holes and sunk in the water. 

Eels, smelling the food, find an entrance 
through the perforations ; they cannot easily 
get out again, and soon the interior isa 
wriggling mass of victims. The fisherman 
is sure to secure a couple of bushels at every 
haul. 

Another trap used in India for a like pur 
pose 18 a funnel-shaped affair made of long 
thorn branches and set on the bottom amony 
the weeds in which a certain sort of fish find 
their favourite hiding places, The latter go 
in, but are unable to get out again, because 
the thorns all point inward, 

In Siam the natives utilise a curious wick- 
er contrivance for fishing in narrow streams. 
The device in question is in the shape of an 
inverted vase, flaring at the rim and with- 
outa bottom, 

While one man devotes his attention to 
driving the fish down the waterway, an- 
other stands ready to clap the basket over 
their heads when they come thickest. Hav- 
ing thus penned in a number of them he 
thrusts his arm into the trap and pulls them 
out, 

The Japenese have a remarkable pound- 
net arrangement that scoops vast quantities 
of fish into an‘enormous bag of netting hang- 
ing beneath the bottom of tke vessel. In 
this receptacle something like thirty times 
the cargo can be conveyed to market than 
could be carried by the ship in the ordinary 
way. 

Furthermore, the merchandise is by this 
method brought into port alive, 

The use of fire in fishing is one of the 
curiosities of that employment. In South- 
ern waters mullet are taken in enormous 
quactities by boats which go ont with wire 
baskets at the bows filled with blazing pitch 
pine, 

For the purpose in view the craft is so

As the fish come down stream they pass 
on over the tray, and the water falling 
through the slats leaves them flapping about 
on the planks, whence they are scooped up 
in dip nets. 

Fish nets, by the way, are made from 
some very strange materials, The Esqui- 
maux manufacture them from strips of seal 
hide and from thin slices of whalebone, By 
the Fijians they are constructed of human 
hair, 


Savages in various pee of the id 
pee the inner fibres of tree bark for fishing 
ines, and the Indians on the Pacific coast 
of North America use for the same purpose 
seaweed—a sort of kelp which is stron 
enough to hold a finny captive of 150 pounds’ 
weight. 

It is very interesting to observe the 
development of the fishery from its 
original form to the shape it is found in 
today. Yon will find the Esquimaux 
using a piece of bone with a bent nail stuck 
through it, the lure being rendered more 
attractive by the addition of two or three 
coloured beads obtained from « trader, and 
perhaps a couple of the red bills of auks.

A PITIFUL TALE. 


Captain ummond of the British Ship 
King James, Tells His Story. 


A Redondo Beach, Cal., telegram says:— 
Captain Drummond, of the ship King 
James, which was burned 250 miles olf 
Point Conception, who, with four of the 
crew, was rescued off this beach by the 
steamer Los Angeles yesterday, was in the 
best condition of any of the men rescued. 
After being warmed and fed he began to 
recover his strength and was able in three 
hours to tell the following story: After 
the fire on the King James was discovered 
it had gotten under such headway that it 
was impossible to stay it. We began to 
throw over the cargo, hoping that when the 
flames had consumed what was then bnrn- 
ing we could put themout. Finding this 
impossible, we put out the two lifeboats, 
You already know of the escape of the first 
mate's boat and the men it contained, We 
left the ship March 30 at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. At 6.300'clock on March 31, in 
aheavy sea, iy boat capsized. Eleven 
men including myself, succeeded in cling- 

ing to the upturned boat, For six houra 
we clung to the boat. It seemed six days. 

The men prayed for help. We finally suc- 

ceeded in turning the boat, when the sea 
had calmed. ‘hen, for 14 hours, we re- 

mained in water up to our waists, We 

bailed the boat out but our provisions and 

oars and the rudder were lost. We toro 

away part of the covering of the air tanks 

to make oars and improvised a rudder. 

The second day one man died, and the 

fourth three men, including my son.”

A Congo Mystery Solved. 


The mystericus Lake Landji has been 
visited at last, and a curious and important 
question of African geography is thereby 
settled. Lake Landji has figured on the 
maps for a number of years, though nobody 
seemed certain that it really existed, The 
lake has eluded the grasp of explorers al- 
most as successtully as the North Pole. It 
ins been the goal of severalexpeditions, 
all of which failed to reach it. 

Mr. Alexander Delcommune, who has 
probably travelled further and seen tore 
in the Congo Basin than any other white 
man, has finally stood on the shores of the 
luke, and demonstrated that it is not mere- 
ly a vagary of the Arabimagination, for the 
only proof we had of the lake's existence 
was the dictum of Arab traders. Accord- 
ing to their reports, the lake played a most 
important part in Congo AGuroReanh es 
They said it was the gathering ground of 
all the Congo's head streams, and that the 
Congo proper began only where these unit- 
ed waters issued from the lake. 

he telegraphic report of Deleommune's 
discovery is very brief, but gives the essen- 
tial facts. Delcommune followed the Lu- 
kuga River, the outlet of tho great lake, 
Tanganyika, far to the west, till he found 
its waters pouring into Lake Landji, He 
found also that the Lualaba and Luapula, 
head streams of the Congo, which gather 
up the waters of the southeast part of the 
basin, flow into the south side of Lake Land- 
ji, and that the true Congo emerges from 
the north side of the lake, Tho most sur- 
prising statement in his report is that the 
Lukuga River is the main artery of the 
Congo, It had not been supposed that the 
Tanganyika basin was the chief contributor 
to the upper wators of the great river, 

Explorers have been very busy in the 
southeast pars of the Congo basin within 
the past two years, Le Marinel, Delcom- 
mune, Stairs, and Bia have led expeditions 
across it in various directions, and have re- 
vealod many facts concerning the hydrog- 
raphy of the region, They have found that 
these upper waters of the Congo are imped- 
ed by many falls and rapids, and that most 
of them are shallow streams. Itis doubt- 
ful if they can ever be made valuable for 
navigation,

Renowing Old Ohairs. 


Here isan old set of cane-seuted chairs 
very much the worse for wear and not at all 
ornamental to the room. The canes are 
split and broken, and the comfort of tae 
chair is also gone, It will hardly pay to 
take them to a cabinet-maker to have them 
reseatod ; besides, they can be very nicely 
done at home. Take some strong pieces of 
bagging or burlaps, cut two picces to fit the 
chair and long enough to wrap about the 
rounds that usually held the canea or 
splints. Thread o darning-needle with 
double twine and sew them on strong, 
turning a hem on the upper one as it is sew- 
ed to place, When nearly fitted stuff with 
Excelsior, shavings orfine hay, or they can 
be cushioned with layers ot old bedquilts, 
cut to fivand basted together. Spread on 
smoothly and cover with some pretty car- 
pet or woolen goods. Cover the edge with 
gimp to mutch the cuskion, and tack down 
closely with silver or gold-headed nails. 
The gimp and nails can be procured at the 
furniture dealers. When thechairs are 
done and reyarnished they will be found to 
be handsomer and more comfortable than 
when new.

To the Editor of the News-Argua. 


Dear Srr.—Having noticed, in the two 
years which I have been in this Contry let- 
ters from differeot correspondents relating 
to Manitoba and the Northwest, 1 thought 
I would writs you a few lines on the same 
subject, I think, as far as I have taken any 
interest in those epistles, that they try and 
belittle the country from which they came, 
and draw on their imaginatlon to a grent ex- 
tent about what they write, The year 1892, 
so old settlers say, was the hardest year 
they ever saw here, but we are lookivg for 
better results from this year’s crop, a5 a 
large acreage has been prepared, and the 
spring is backward as it uved to be, when, 
(s0 we are told,) the largest yield and best 
sample was obtained, We have 200 acres 
prepared for wheat, 25 for barley and 75 
for oata, which will require for seed, 400 
bushola of wheat, 50 for barley and 225 for 
oats. We will use three two-horse teams, 
two nine feet cut seeders, and an eighty 
tooth harrow for putting thisin. This crop, 
six years ago, would have beon considered a 
large one, but now we are rated as small 
farmers, as for instance our nearest neighbor 
is sowing 1200 bushels of wheat and 600 


bush, of oats. But, Mr. Editor, I am wan- 
dering from my subject. In a recent issue 
of the /ntelligencer 1 noticed a letter from a 
Rounthwaite correspondent, in which he 
says, ‘‘on my arrival here I noticed seven 
large elevators in which Ontario elevators 
would only be bins” Now, if he had con- 
tinued and said that only one out of every 
twenty farmers here haye granary room, 
and that these elevators are made for stor- 
age as well as grain sold, he would have ex- 
plained Aimpsle ore fully. You can readi- 
ly see by the firat of my letter why we need 
so many elevatorr, but, when you take the 
nize into consideration, the elevater at the 
wharf in Belleville is as large as any one ot 
these. As far as the implement sheds are 
concerned, I will admit they are larger and 
better stocked, but they can afford this as 
they get a much largor price for their ma- 


1891 a Massey Binder (6 ft, ont) F.O.B., in 
Stirling, for $110 cash, and came here and 
paid $160 cash for the very same binder (or 
that is a binder made by the same firm) and

On the 27th of April, last year, 
when we were seeding, we had what I 
would call a blizzard, and if my Rounthwaite 
friend does not call it one, I would like to 
know what he would recognize as a full- 
grown blizzard, Old settlers told me it was 
as bad a storm as they ever saw in this 
country; and, Mr. Editor, | might also tell 
you that one of Mr. Geo. Baragar’s sons, 
while trying on that day to go from ene of 
his father’s farms to the other, had to put 
up in Roanthwaite all day and night for fear 
of getting lost. 

He also puts it very strong when he says 
that in nine cases out of ten frosted wheat 
is due to poor and lazy farming. Such is 
not the case. It all depends on the nature 
of the soil, seed, getting on the land in the 
spring. &c. In 1891 we commenced to seed 
on April 5th, and in 1892 on April 5th, but 
we were delayed 10 days in '92. and still 
reaped what was called No. 1 hard (but ac- 
tually No, 2) and in '91 wo were frosted 

What made it? Simply because farming in 
this country is a lottery, Sometimes you 
win, sometimes you lose. He also tells 
about cntting wheat green, but there is no 
need of me telling you that it all depends on 
the season, that is, if the season be dry it is

Accommo 
dation has been secured outside for 100 hor 
ses, 200 cattle, 300 sh 100 awive, 200 
dogs and all the poultry at may be sent 
The provinces and territories all responded 
to the invitation to assist in bringing togeth 
ern creditable display of the natural resour- 
ces and industrial products of Canada with | 
the single exception of New Branswick 
The Dominion Government have agreed to 
bear the cont of transportation of all oxhib 
its and of the expenses connected with the 
placing of the Je in the different courte of 
the building and their care while there, 
The Dominion Commission too have prom 
ise to pay for the food consumed by the 
animals while on exhibition, and the provin- 
ces have agroed to bear the cost of selerting 
suitable animals and providing attendants to 
go with them, 

The space allotted to Canada in the build- 
ing devoted to manufactures ia 21,600 feet, 
It is in one square block, in a very promi 
nent and desirable porition and adjoins the 
space assigned to Great Britain. Among 
the exhibits in this section of the Canadian 
display are large representations of cotton, 
anid woollen industries, carpets, clothing, 
manufactures of leather, furs, scales and 
weights, stoves and ranges, furniture, terra 
cotta work, paper, blank books, twines, 
wall papers, stained glass, woodenware, per:

About 1,000 choice cheeses of Canadian man 
ufacture have been secured, cbiefly of the 
make of 1892, but with enough of 1891 to 
to demonstrate the keeping qualities of Can- 
adian cheese. The display ol butter is large. 
The Forestry Building has been so con- 
structed as to require for its support along 
the front a series of groups of columns. 
Each of these groups is composed of three 
trees, with the bark intact, of from 12 t> 15 
inches in diameter, and 25 feet long. Of 
these groups Ontario bas contributed five 
and Quebec one, The display consists of 
sections of trees, timber, hewn and sawn, 
in all its commercial forms, also shingles, ve- 
neers, carved pulp, ete. 
In the horticultural building the display 
of fruit is such as to dispel the erroneous 
ideas which still prevail in many quarters 
regarding the climates of this country, 
Most of the provinces have entered heartily 
into the work, and by employing men spec- 
ially qualified have succeeded in bringing 
together large collections of both fresh and 
preserved specimens. 
The dleplay of minerals will bear ample 
testimony to the wealth of Canada’s resour- 
ces. ‘The space awarded is adjacent to that 
assigned Great Britain, and embraces au 
area equal to 9,350 fect net. Ovtario, Que 
bec, Nova Scotia and British Columbia have 
done their best to bring together a credita 
ble array of specimens. Large and impres- 
sive masses of nickel, copper, iron and coal, 
fine examples of gold and silver ores, mica, 
asbestos and phosphates will be shown, with 
many others, Smaller exhibits are made by 
the other provinces, 
The exhibit in the Travsportation building 
will be of peculiar interest. The Grand 
Tronk will exhibit a model of the St. Clair 
tunoel. About half of the whole space will 
be ocenpied by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, with av engine and full train of 
cars, elegantly finished with the latest im 
proyoments. This train is shown alongside 
ao train of Evglish cars to be sent over the 
London and North Western Railway. Near 
the cars is a dog train and a Red River cart, 
The Canadian Pacific will also exhibit an el 
egant model of one of the vew line of steam- 
ors to Japan and a series of photographe ill- 
ustrating the scenery along the railway. 

Great pains have been taken to secure a 
satisfactory exhibit of the best work of Can- 
adian artista, Two thousand dollars having 
been paid by the Dominion Government to 
the secretury-treasurer of the Royal Cavad- 
ian Academy, the artists went to work with 
a will, agreed to pay all the expenses con- 
nected with the selection aod picking of the 
pictures, as well ns those of the hanging 
committee, put a suitable person in charge 
of the exhibits, and, in fact, undertook to 
do all the work and defray all the expenses 
in conoection with the exhibit except the 
cost of travsportation of the pictures to Chi 
cago and the return to their owners 

The Department of Indian Affairs brought 
together through its agents in all parte of 
the Dominion examples of the handicraft of 
the various tribes of Indians residiug in 
Canada. Adjacent to the building for the 
ethnological exhibit is a piece of land reserv- 
ed for occupation by living representatives 
of some of the tribes which occupied Ameri- 
ca at the time of its discovery. Arrange- 
ments have also been made to send to the 
Exposition some of the young Indians of 
both sexes who are being trained at the In 
dustrial Schools.

Deep tillage and eubsoiling by mellowing 
the soil,enable the roots to penctrate much 
deeper and consequently to bring to the 
surface the fortilizing materials which aro 
situated in the depths of the soil. Itisonly 
in a suilic‘ently permeable and acrated sub- 
soils that the roots can thus develop their 
system. When we have to deal with imper- 
meable subsoils or compact clays and hard 
rock, the’development of the roots, so far as 
depth is concerned, is arrested, and they 
#@pread over the impermeable layer, just as 
they would over the bottom of a vase, But 
in this case the conditions of nutrition are 
less favourable and the plants have a tend- 
ency to die early ; lucerne, tor instance, dies 
assoonas its roots reach a layer of soil 
which arrests their development, the 
length of life in this plant being proportion- 
al to the depth of the subsoil, quite as much

The fattening of 
ananimal depends on the temperature of 
the air, a8 does the quantity of its hair or 
wool. Some weather prognosticators re- 
cently predicted « mild winter because wild 
animals were not provided with a heavy 
covering. They were putting the effect 
before the cause. Mild weather produces a 
light covering, and severe weather a heavy 
one, As with the hair or wool, so with the 
fat. In Canada fat is a consequence of the 
climate, and in the highest latitudes iv is 
thickest. Ten or twelve years ago the notion 
prevailed that we could not fatten cattle in 
the Northwest, but would have to send 
tham south before they would be fit to sell, 
Hecause of our austere climate and the lack 
of proper grass.

Fruits and Honey. 


Canada is peculiarly qualified to produce 
the bent of everything. Canadian apples 
were formerly sent to Boston and there 
shipped to England as American. Now the 
best apples that reach London come from 
the Annapolis valley and the north shore of 
Take Ontario. The bost apple- rowing 
country in the United States is Michigan— 
on the samo belt as Ontario—in fact that 
State sone can produce apples equalling 
ours. California apples and pears, though 
large, are soft and poor in flavor. Thore is 
no region in the world better adapted for 
fenit-growing thanOntario, Canadian honey 
is unsurpassed.

Grinding Care and Greedy Thrift Seen In 
the Faces of the People, 

We are always hearing, says the St. 
James Gazette, in England about our “gay 
neighbors” across the silver streak, but 
after living among the French on the east- 
ern frontier these last few months I confess 
Tecan never hear them called merry with- 
out laughing. Wise, solemn, prudent, 
careful, if you will—but merry rever ! Yet 
they must have been a gay folk once, or 
else where did the prevailing notion come 
from? Perhaps the weary end of the century 
has infected them with itsennui, or the war 
and the weight of the indemnity have 
crushed their old spirits, At all events, 
the gayety of the French Nation is some- 
how eclipsed, in the provinces at least, and 
the people have forgotten now to enjoy 
themselves. We talk about our dull Brit- 
ish Sunday, and revile it in French, as 
though we could learn a lesson from over 
the water. So we might, perhaps, from 
Paris; butin the country, no! The British 
laborer enjoys his Sunday infinitely more 
than his French equivalent. At least he 
rests, The French peasant sweats over his 
field as much on the dimanche as any other 
day. There is nota particle of difference 
between sunday and week-day hereabouts, 
There is no rest for the man—and it is his 
own fault; but one cannot help pitying the 
poor patient oxen and horses, who never 
get aday offand have no choice in the 
matter, 

You can see the grindingcare and greedy 
thrift which fill the lives of these people in 
their faces. They are not a lovely folk, 
these ever-toiling French peasants. The 
long struggle for land and money has- pre- 
maturely aged them, and the wizened look 
of the inveterate miser is on their careworn 
features. How they love the soil! Irish 
‘‘Jand-hunger” is nothing to it. These 
French peasants scrape and scrape and toil 
and toil toadda foot of ground to their 
property. Of course they are owners of 
their land, uot tenants; anddearly do they 
love to pinch themselves to increase it. A 
farmer close by draws a rente of something 
like 100,000 francs a year ; yet there he is, 
working away in his fields like any plow- 
man, dressed in his worst clothes, asintent 
on gain as ever. On the high road dwells 
quite a rich man ; yet he and his wife and 
four children live in three wretched rooms 
like a laborer’s family without the least 
pretension to comfort, Of course there is 
scarcely any distinctionof classes. Kyery 
one is monsieur or madame ; aad madame 
often wears no hat and throwa but a shawl 
over her shoulders, rich as she may be and 
fully prepared vo give her daughteran excel- 
lent dot, Wealth does not bring comfort, 
any more than honest toil brings a merry 
soul—in'France. At work or play you never 
hear the jolly song of the plowman or the 
whistle of hia boy. Every body goes at his 
work solemnly and gloomily. It isa rare 
thing to heara servant singing over her 
work. 


Indeed the whole people, of all ages, are 
subdued and wear a crushed air, Is it the 
government or the war? At any rate, the 
joy scoms to have gone out of the lives of 
young and old. They take no interest in 
anything. Out here in the Jura tho procee 
Panama does not arouse the smallest excite 
ment, Home politics possesses no attrac: 
tion for them, But name Germany or 
Bismarck and you will find you have touched 
thosore place, They would fight against 
any while they could stand. ‘They 
have many of them been out in 1870 and 
can toll long yarns of the war—of lying out 
on the hills, of being taken prisoners, and 
all the memories of that awful year, Jt is 
the one keen fecling in the lives of these 
plodding plowmen, it is their only story. 
And they would give anything to act it 
over again, with a different finale,

The latest solution of the problem offered 
is perhaps more remarkable and dnbereating 
for the character of the premises statec 
than for the nature and possibilities of the 
remedy offered. It is put forward by Sir 
Theodore Hope, late Public Works Minis- 
ter of India, anda distinguished authority 
on matters of Church and State in India, 
and practically it is the suggestion to Chris- 
tianize the Christian population, the poor 
whites and Eurasians. The proposer says 
that the ecclesiastical esteblishment in 
India is utterly unable to supply the spir- 
itual needs of the Nuropeansand Eurasians, 
who are now dotted in groups and small 
communities all over the vast peninsula of 
India, The Government keeps up corps 
of clergy to look after the spiritual welfare 
of the * officials,” and also makes grants to 
the Christian sects generally, but the pro- 
vision is insufficient, and the large body of 
Europeans and rasians, not ‘‘officials,” 
would be almost entirely without benefit of 
clergy but for aid from England, Of course 
there are missionaries a-plenty, but their 
work is to convert the natives, and they 
are so stationed, in native inhakited regions, 
that they are out of touch altogether with 
their brethren among the poor whites. 
Many European stations are visited once, 
twice or thrice ayear by a Christian clergy- 
man, while some quite large groups of Eur- 
opeans jand Wurasians receive a flymg 
visit once a year. Consequently, as Sir 
Theodore Hope shows, the poor whites 
and half-castes are without religious train- 
ing of any sort, and ‘mulitudes of 
white and semi-white boys and girls are 
growing up to adolescence in a tropical 
climate without, in many cases, any church 
teaching whatever.” This painfally inade- 


of Kuropeans in India places them at se- 
rious disadvantage compared with Hindu, 
Mohammedan, and Parsee communities, 


under a most rigid system of religious obli- 


menso influence on their consciences and 
lives, and undisputably for grea® good. 
Sir Theodore Hope does not say this is the 
sole, or even chief cause of the acknowledg- 
ed dire poverty and deep degradation of 
the poor whites of India, but he asserts it 
is a powerful cause, and as he has had the 
very best means of learning the economic 
as well as the religious aspect of the matter 
he is accepted as a strong authority. The 
remedy proposed is mainly to increase the 
number and efficiency of the clergy in In- 
dia, and attempt to Christianize and moral- 
ly educate the poor whites. It is indeed « 
situation full of material for moralising 
that while such remarkable efforts are mak- 
ing for the conversion of the natives of In- 
dia to Christianity those born into vhe faith 
and classed as representatives of it are #0 
utterly negleoted, and with such deplorable 
resulta, results that some do not hesitate 
to call a scandal to the Christian name. 
The Government of India is not engaged 
in the business of convorting the heathen to 
Chnstianity. It respects the religions of 
the natives under its rule, and views with 
impartiality Hindu, Mohammedan, Parsee, 
and Christian, It assists the native roli- 
gions with capitation tu, just as it pros 
Vides a Christian establishment for the 
“official” European population and assists 
various Christian seats, and with jusb re- 
gard to the difference in numbers of adher- 
onts, ‘The grants to native religions aggre 
gate an immense sum, something like vigh- 
toon or twenty million of dollars yearly. 
The Indian people are so csscntially 
religious that they expect the Government 
to care for the religions establishments, and 
accept tho taxation for that purpose gladly, 
Tt seoms to cost a groat deal more tosupply 
the spiritual needs of a European than those 
of a native, according to the figures giv:

THE STORAGE BATTERY. 

A most significant sign of the steady 
progress that the storage battery is making 
is the fact that the Braossels Municipality 
is contemplating the purchase cf $100,000 
worth of accumulators, of which 320,000 
worth have already been ordered. In Bic- 
mingham, England, the very favorable 
prognostications which accompanied the ap- 
pearance of the Epstein cells last year on 
the Birmingham Central and other electric 
lines that were in want of a really service- 
able accumulator for traction work, haye 
been thoroughly borne ont by the test of a 
year’s workings. The records of the Epstein 
cells at Birmingham present interesting 
reading. Several of the batteries which 
started on their trips last August are still 
on the road in their pristine condition, do- 
ing useful work, and each having completed 
their 4,000 car miles. Itis understood that 
2,800 car miles runs suflice, at thestipulated 
maintenance rate of Ge per car mile, to re- 
imburse the manufacturers for tho removal 
of the postive sections, When this new 
installation was made there were not want- 
ing prophets of disaster, who Fointed to 
the dismal failures that had been made 
in storage battery experimenting, and the 
MR, hopeless disrepute into which 
accumulators had fallen, as augurs of the 
fate of thenew departure. It is, therefore, 
ail the moro to the credit of the engineers 
of the Birmingham road that they have 
succeeded in converting what was thor- 
oughly vindicating the capability of the 
storage battery for traction work, the s0- 
vorest test to which it can be put, Under 
normal conditions of the road tho dis- 
charges on stiff inclines were considerable, 
but when the roads were covered with snow 
andice, as during Decomber, the ehergy 
expenditure all along the line, and especial: 
ly on the inclines, was three times as high 
as that under ordinary circumstances, ‘lo 
put it more plainly, discharges at the rate 
of about 200 amperes were taken from cells, 
the total capacity of which, if discharged 
at forty amperes, is only 170 ampere hours. 
Yet the Epstein cells were equal to the 
task thrown upon them, and onabled the 
management to keop up 6 regular and ning 
terrupted service,
